Sir John O'K^onnell, a descendant 
of the famed Daniel O'Connell, re- 
plying to a "di«tiDgul8hed Ulster 
historian," hoping by presenting 
views on "tho cliiini of Ireland to 
be governed by Irishmen assembled 
in an II■i^h railiament i^ittinK at 
Dublin." He turns to tlio war as 
reflecting directly upon tlic Irish 
question and coniiucnts upon the 
action of till' Hrlt^^ill colonies In 
sending men and resources to help 
England t'lglit. and asks: 
, "Why is it that these young, 
free, ltberty>lovin«, self-governing 
States, setting aakle the ovenrbelm- 
ing claims on them to relax no ef- 
fort to develop their own resources, 
to push on their attack on the ele- 
mental forces of nature, have with 
one accord sent their young men 
to light the 4>attles of freedom on 
the plains of Flanders? And why 
is it that the most freedom-loving 
nation in the world counts among 
the best of her son!< those wlio will 
take no part or act in this strug- 
gle? Ttie aiisw. 1 is tliat freedom 
has been gi\en to Canada, to New- 
foundland, to New Zealand, to Aus- 
tralia, to South Africa and it baa 
been denied <to Ireland. Freedom 
for herself is the price that Ireland 
asks before she will take part in 
this war." 

Sir John states that it is to be 
remembered that Ireland is well 
represented in the Ilritish armies, 
but insiBta that "uftil li eland en- 
joys the same rights of self-gov- 
ernment which have made the col- 
onies contented and loyal meiiibers 
of ttie imperial family, Ireland must 
remain a source of weakness and of 
possible danger to the imperial a>- 

Bemblage of .States. 

It is therefore," be arguee, "a 
matter pf the most argent Im- 
portance for the peace and develop- 
ment of ttae imperial system — for 
the consolidation and development 
of the empire as a whole — that 
Ireland should have now and at 
once conferred upon her the same 
forms of government which the 
great self-governing dominions en- 
joy. Ireland bases this claim on 
many and widely different grounds. 
She bases it on the ground that she 
Is a distinct and ancient nation, on 
the ground that liaving had her 
own I'arliament, she was deprived 
of it and that the union was 
brought about by methods wbiob 
vitiated and rendered void the 
whole iraneaction; that ever since 
the union the Imposstblllty of dis- 
otaarging the obligations of legisla- 
tloB and administration, assumed by 
England, has become more mani- 
fest: that the Government does not 
represent and does not satisfy any 
section of the Irish people; that 
the administration is extravagant, 
wasteful, inefficient; that the eco- 
nomic differences between the con- 
dition of an industrial community 
like England and an agricultural 
community like Ireland are such as 
to render legislation enacted in 
England impossible of application to 
both countries, and Anally that the 
intimate fe«Alng and appreciation of 
Irishmen for the needs and oircum 



House of Commons elected by the 
men and women of Ireland on the 
t>a8is of adult suffrage." 

Going into the details of home 
rule. Sir John writes: "There are 
two conditions essential to any 
measure of home rule In order that 
It may be acceptable to th* people 
of Ireland. The first is that the 
Parliament of Ireland shall repre- 
sent every part, and Its powers 
skll'l extend over every acre of this 
country; the second is that it shall 
have complete, unfettered and ab- 
solute control over its fiscal system. 
Ireland, one, entire, indivMble, lias 
ever been the dream of ber sons. 
Today, for the sake of Great Britain 
and of the empire, that dream must 
be made a reality. At whatsoever 
sacrifice and In the last resort un- 
der whatsne\i'r pressure the few 
lhoun;iiiils of unreasoning men in 
Nortlieast I'lslir must be made to 
understand th.at, tlieir riglits being 
amply preserved and absolutely safe- 
guarded, they will not be allowed 
to stand In the way of the march of 
an entire nation tO the fulfillment 
of national life."

.An official repoit of the Irish 
convention given out in London on 
Wednesday night says: 

■'After the opening address by 
Chief Secretary Duke, presiding, a 
committee was appointed for the 
purpose of advising the coinention 
on the selection of a Chairman. It 
was announced that the committee 
unaniniousl\ recommended tli.- ap- 
pointment ol Sir Horace i'liuilii II as 
Chairman, and Sir Francis llopwood 
as Secretary, The convention 
unanimously adopted the commit- 
tee's recommendation and adjourned 
until Thursday. Ninety-two dele- 
gates wei-e present." 

Associated Press dispatches from 
Dublin state that the convention 
which Is to attempt to reach a 
solution of the Irish problem was 
opeiii-d Wednesday morning at 
Regent House, Trinity College. Long 
before 11 o'clock, tlie hour for the 
opening, a large crowd packed Col- 
lege Cieen to watch the arrival of 
the delegates. John Reilmond, the 
Nationalist leader, ami Joseph Dev- 
lin, one of his prominent party 
associates, were among the early 
arrivals. Protestant and Roman 
Catholic clergymen arrived soon 
afterward, followed iby representa- 
tives of public organisations, trades 
and labor union councils, who came 
groups. At the appointed hour 
1 tlie delegates had taken their 
aces in the assembly hall. There 
was a noticeable lack of enthusiasm 
niong the spectators.

There is little 1h)I)p now that the 
change of ( hanrellors in Germany 
means an opening for peace. Beth- 
mann-HoUweg was an outspoken 
advocate of fighting to the end. 
His successor is expected to follow 
the formula given out last week, 
which means that Cermany will 
still strive for victory. The aban- 
donment of Erzberger by the Centre 
party indicates that his peace pro- 
gramme has tailed oomp)«t«ly. Tihe 
crisis in Germany has passed ap- 
paiently without bringing peace 
nwirer. As the True Voice says, 
we know little enough of what is 
happening in. Germany at this time. 
Of conditions there we know prac- 
ticBlly nothing. That there is a 
strong undercurrent In Austria set- 
ting toward peace seems certain. 
It was from -Xustria that Briberger 
obUlned his Inspiration to begin a 
peace movement In Germany.. His 
tatlnr« Indicates that conditions are 
much better In Germany Umn In 
Austria and that hope of ultimate 
victory is still strong there. 

The fart that the efforts of Erz- 
•berger secured no encouragement 
Bimong the Catholics i>l France and 
that Cardinal Mercler, of Belgium, 
dl'eeted a letter against his pro- 
giamme. while even In ewdUerland 
It was received with suspicion, rtows 
that the contending nations are not 
yet ready to think seriously . of 
peace. The Allies feel that the en- 
trance of the United States into the 
struggle assures them of victory and 
they win not be satisfied with any 
peace that does not guarantee them 
icparaiion for at least a portion of 
tht' sacrifices ih<'y have made. Q«r- 
inanv still refuses to consent to a 
peace without annexations an I in- 
deomltles. It Is only when hope of 
victory lias been abandoned by her 
leaders that peace even on the basis 
of the status quo will be conrid- 
erod I'ndor these conditions we 
Mf . (I ni>t expect an early peace The 
war will go on until exhaustion or 
an overwhelming defeat forces the 
vanquished to ask for terms. Wben 
that will come no one can say. One 
tiling is certain: We must prepare 
to wage war for at least two years. 
Peace may come before that time; 
it may come suddenly when surface 
Indications lead us to expect It 
least. But at present the prospects 
are that peace is still far off.

Ohio, and the response of 
the Rev. Father I>anlel A. Drlscoll, 
of Louisville, w hich w ill be en- i 
lightening to the people of this city 
and State. They are as follows: | 
The following self-explanatory i 
letter was yesterday received from 
Rev. E. P. Hlckey. pastor of Holy 
Trinity church. MIddletown, Ohio, 
and should serve as a warning 
against the deceptive representa- 
tions made by the Louisville rev- 
erend (?) gentlemen 

"A short time ago. a colored 
gentleman, giving his name as 'Rev. 
n Singleton,' called on us to solicit 
aid for colored children under his 
Annual reunion and ' c'l'irge- He showed me pa»-books 
Annual reunion ana ^^^^ recorded donations from a 

number of priests . and laymen In 
different parts of this arohdiocese, 
as well as many others from else- 
where. ' His plea was that he was 
dependent on these small donations 
for the furtherance of his work, 
which he stated was to care for 
olored orphans and children with- 
out good homes, and later on to 
place them In good homes, after 
thev had learned various trades, 
etc.; that he cbuld not appeal to 
or get help eufflclent from his own 
people: that he did not aim at a 
house to housee collection, but only 
solicited help from prominent peo- 
nle. who mieht assist him a little. 
Mis 'institution.' he stated, is In 
Louisville, and he said that he 
frequently conferred with the Cath- 
olic Bishop there (*e did not men- 
tion Bishop OfDonaa^ue's name) 
about transferring Catholic chil- 
dren, and that the Bishop and 
priests always aided him very much. 

wrote to the Bishop's secretary. 
Rev. D. A. Drlscoll. for some con- 
firmation of Singleton's statements 
and received the following reply: 

Dear Father: The colored rev 
erend gentleman. Rev. O. Singleton, 
concerning whom you wrote, is, ac 
cording to the cfty directory. Super 
Intendent of an institution called 
the "National Home Finding Society 
for Colored Children." I'ntll I re- 
ceived your letter I did not know 
that there was such an Institution 
In Louisville, hence my inability to 
send you the desired information at 
once. I pon Inquiry I learned from 
two priests, who have worked for 
some time among the colored peo 
pie here, that Singleton is out can^ 
vasslng- more in his own interest 
than in behalf of the poor colored 
children. The 'home.' according to 
one of them. Is strictly non-Cath 
olic. and as far as he knew hac; 
never taken care of a Catholic col- 
ored child. Tlie same priest ad 
vised against lending any aid or 
support toward It whatever. The 
Bishop knows nothing of the work 
that the Rev. Singleton is doing, 
but remembers that he did call 
once to s^e him.' 

"Ai this man may continue te" 
circulate among ortr archdiocesin 
parishes. I deemed it best to ac- 
quaint you with these facts: and 
If you think It well, you might n'l 
nounce that Singleton Is not en 
titled to Catholic assistance. Very 
sincerely, E. P. Hlckey.
